Manila, March 28—^Aguinaldo, 
who 


arrived here this morning a prisoner on 
board the gunboat Vicksburg, was 
brought ashore today and taken before 
General MacArthur at 
Malacanang 


palace. He talked, freely and seemed 
ignorant concerning the situation. 


He was in good healtj^ ajpd cheerful. 
Aguinaldo lunched with the officers 


of General MacArthur's staff and was 
then escorted to Anda street jail. 


The capture of Aguinaldo was attend 


ed with difficulty. 


An insurgent major was killed and 


twenty rifles with important papers 
captured. 


Washington, March 58—The president 


was informed this morning of the cap- 
ture of Aguinaldo, 


He was much gratified. 
He said General -'Funston was se- 


lected long ago us 
the officer who 


might later capture Acuinaldo and was 
detained in the P.ut-ippine9 in the 
hope of Just this thing. 


New Tork. March 28—Admiral Dewey 


was at the Albemarle hotel today and 
was interviewed as to the probable ef- 
fect of the capture of Aguinaldo. 
'He expressed the greatest satisfac- 
tion at the news of the capture and 
said he thought this would really wind 
up the period of resistance. , 


He also said I am' delighted to hear 


this news. 


"Of course we had a warning a few 


days ago of what might occur but it 
looked like a very risky undertaking 
and if General -Funston lost his life 
every one would have said 'I told you 
so.' 


"It appears to be a very creditable 


piece of work on the part M General 
Funston and in keeping with his pre- 
vious exploits. - 


"It was in fact a case of fighting the 


devil with fire. 


"If a large force had gone against 


Aguinaldo he would not have been 
found, but his was the kind of strat- 
egy of their own thought and it ap- 
pears to have succeeded perfectly." 


Admiral Dewey was asked as to the 


claims of certain people that Agu.naldo 
really had been an ally of the United ' 


States against the Spaniards. 


"Aguinaldo was in no sense an ally, 
"When he went to Manila we made 


use of the Filipinos just as the union 
forces in the civil war made use of the 
negroes. 


"We used anybody we could to aid 


us-, but there was nothing whatever 
upon which to base the claim that they 
were our allies in the technical sense. 


".Aswnaldo is himself a most ami- 


able little fellow. 


"He does not have the education with 


which he has been credited. 


"Mabini was really the brains of the 


Filipino rebellion and Aguinaldo was 
the active leader. 
, 


"I will give him credit for the ability 


he has already shown. 


"His people believed u« was Invulner- 


able, however, and tnat no harm could 
be done to him. 


•>"It will take some time for the news 


to go around of his capture and at first 
the people will refuse to believe it. 
They will say 'O that is another Yan- 
kee lie.' 


"But after the news <foes finally get 


around throughout the islands I fully 
believe the organized resistance 
will 


collaose. 


"Of cours* there will be spasmodic 


disorder for a long time to come, but I 
do not believe that there will be any- 
thing serious. 


"What do you think ought to be done 


with A™uinaWo? 


"Well ,it seems to me as good a thing 


as could be done for the present would 
be to send him to Guam.

GREENS AXD SALADS. 


By Mrs. Btrwara Sadier. 


is there who has not a longing 


for the peculiar bitter of the dandelion 
er the ntrer1 of the spinach or beet 
greens ia the early days of Kpriag? 
It 


is Nature's call for these green things. 
and it is one we may happily cat*r to. 
The American people eat too sparingly 
of preen stuffs. 
Xhe majority might 


well omit eae wf the three meat metis 
they now have aad substitute vegetables 
and salads in the place. 


Outside «f the general Medicinal prop- 


erties of dandeliens, spinach, lettuce. 
kale and the like (tad it is admitted 
they hive these properties) they have a 
special province at this season of the 
jear. N» matter whether cooked in the 
conventional style »r served as salads, 
the greeaa I hare mentioned above are 
beaencial. 


The s»ajl blanched or pale greens of 


the daadelion make ene of the most ay- 
petiEiag saltda ever «aten. Trim them 
aad drop them into ice -water until 
crisp, than dram well and cover with a 
food 
French dressing. 
The 
tender 


leaves in spinach may be treated in the 
»am« way hut arc not so desirable. 


The rooking of any kind of greens 


should be a careful one. Nine-tenths of 
the spiaach served is spoiled by over 
cooking. Dandelions aeed to be cooked 
• longer time, but even these greens 
can be epeile4 in that way. Let me 
offer a few suggestions along this line. 


Gr*«ns. 


Carefully pick over the greens and 


rinse thoroughly ia at least two waters. 
If e-ut of deor grown dandelions they 
ehonld have boiliag hot water poured 
over them nnd be allowed to' stand a 
few 
moments and 
then 
thoroughly 


drained. For a peck of the greens place 
in' boiling hot water one pound of good, 
swept, mixed (leau and fat) salt ?ork 
and boil fer about one hour, then put 
In the dandelions and cook until tender. 
At the time you put on the dandelions 
add a pinch of washing soda and they 
will remain a fine green hi color. 


Spinach Greens. 


Spinach greens, as suggested ahove, 


do not require Ions cocking. They may 
be ceoked with pork as directed for 
dandelions or placed in plain hoilmg 
water, well salted. 
Add a pinch of 


washiiiff soda and they will cook is 
twenty minutes. A nice way to serve 
•piaach is to boil in salted water as 
above, drain, chop fine, plkce on a dish 
and make hot, adding a liberal piece of 
butter aad salt and pepper to season. 


Spinach Soup. 


Spinach also makes an excellent soup. 


Take what is left from the dinner of 
the day before, chop fine and put away. 
Beat when -wanted over hot water and 
gradually blend it with a thin cream 
sauce-, nsfoi; three pints of sance for oae 
of spinach. . Season well, rub through a 
•ieVe and you will have a smooth, nice 
aoup. .

When all is 
ready put the rafpiags.iato 2 quarts of

Jt in the oven until it is of a light browa 
color. 


TO ROAST A LEG OF PORK. 
Get a small, tender leg of pork, not 


very fat, aad not more than about 6 
Ibs. la weight 
Take out all the bone, 


teaviag only the piece from the leg to 
the first joint. A sharp knife will be 
required for this, ud the meat cut care- 
fully all around the bone, •which 'must be 
pulled well forward, so as to get tlje 
knife down to loosen it at the joint. Fill 
up all the parts where "the bone was 
with a good stuffing (a little sage can be 
mixed with the stufflaj if liked) ; cut the 
skin thrwugh ia Harrow lines acres? the 
leg, 
and pnt it to roast aad baste con- 


stantly. It will take 3 hours to roast. 
Serve with bwwn grary -and apple 
sauce. This is an old-fashioned dish but 
a good famjfy one, if tha pork is tender 
and well cooked. The stuffing should be 
made 
with 
breid 
crumbs, 
parsley 


chopped, salt, pepper, a small bit of 
onion chopped and boiled first; biad to- 
gether with 


Secure a tyufe "k««f heart'' and with 
a sharp knife remove the inside, being 
careful not td cut through; th~o suet 
must remain. Chop ti« meat fine, or 
better, pass through a grinding machine. 
Put in a frying pas a piece of butter tha 
•size of a walnut, eat In«, « large omion, 
and fry a light ernwa; add the neat, 
season with pepper, salt, sage and a 
ping of mile* allipice. Cook this thor- 
oughly and fill the heart. Sew tke open- 
ing with c«arse thread. Put t« b«il in 
enough cold wafer to cover it, adding to 
the water six large oai*ns aliced. Boil 
slowly three or f«ar boors, or until it 
can be eaafly pierced with a fork. 
When done aa4 to the grary a alice of 
stale bread previously soaked ia water 
and squeezed dry. To S*rre: — Place the 
heart in a platter, poor gravy arousd it 
and slice. 
Serve boiled potatoes with 
this. 


SMALL- LIGHT PLTTM PUDDING. 


Put half a pint of fine bread crumbs 


Into a basin, and pour on them a quar- 
ter-lint of boiling milk; put a plate j 
over, and let them soak for half an ' 
' hour; then mix with them half a pint 
of suet chopped extremely small, rather | 
more of stoned ratsm«, three teaspoon- j 
fuls of sniper, one of flour, three eggs, ' 
a tiny pinch of salt, and sufficient grated j 
lemon-peel or nntnteg to flavor it lightly. 
Tie tha pa<fdkig hi a well floured cloth, 
and boil it for two hours. 


STEWED SHEErS' TONGUES. 
Put them into cold water, and let 


them boil; when they are sufficiently 
tender to remove the skin easily, take 
them out; split them, and lay them in 
a stew-paa, with, enough good gravy to 
cover them. Chop parsley, and mush- I 
room, -with a little onion, finely; work | 
a> lump of butter with it;

LONG BREAKFAST ROLLS.

-It must mot actually 
come to a full kail, but must be re- 
moved from the fire just as seen as the 
bubbles denote that the boiling point is 
reached. Allow the syrup to cool a lit- 
tle, stirring all the*, time; add strong 
essence of lemon or peppermint to suit 
the taste, and droj? it oa sheets of white 
paper. TVey should be kept in a warm 
place a few hours to dry. In the season 
of fruits delicious drops may be made bj 
substltutiag the juice of fresh fruits, a» 
strawberry, raspberry, lemon, piaeapple 
or baaaaa. 


TAFFY. 


Three pounds of ti« best brown sugar, 


boiled- with oa« and a half pints of 
water until the candy hardens in cold 
water; add bale a pound of fresh butter 
which will gotten the candy; boil a few 
minutes until it ««aia hardens, and pour 
ft- inttt tr»y«. Flavor with lemon, if 
desired. 


FRIAR'S CHICKEN. 


Take 3 quarts of water, and put into 


it 3 or 4 Ibs- «f knucid* veal; stew 
gently till all tke goodness is out of the 
meat; skim the fat off, aad strain tke 
broth through a sieve. 
Then take a 


chickem, or a full grown youag fowl, 
dissect it iato pieces,- aad pat it int« the 
broth, which should be made hot, aad 
seasoned only with sslt and parsley. 
Let it simmer f»r nearly another hour; 
beat the whites aad yolks of 3 or 4 ess* 
thoroughly, aad mix them effectually 
with the soup, just before serving, tak- 
ing care to stir them ail one way. 
Rabbits m»y be substituted for fowls. 


ALMOND ICING, FOR CAKES. 
Take equal parts of blanched sweet 


almonds and loaf sugar, pound them 
fine in a mortar, pass the whole through 
a moderately coarsa wire sieve; then 
mii the whole iato a paste of moderate 
consistence with the yolks of eggs, and 
epread over the top of the cake after it 
Is baked: dry the almond icing before 
the fire or in a vary cool oven, and when 
it is cold, ice the cake with the sugar 
king. 


SCALLOPS. 


'An excellent way to prepare scallops 


for a dinner course is to drop a pint of 
them into boiling watej;, let them stand 
for five minutes, drain and cut fine. 
Add to them tie yolks of four hard- 
boiled eggs mashed fine, two tablespoon- 
fuls of chopped parsley, two tablespooa- 
fuls of bread crumbs. Make a sauce of 
one pint of milk, two tablespoonfuls of 
butter, and two tablespoonfuln of flour. 
Stir this into the mixture, pour inte a 
buttered dish or ill fcallop shells, 
sprinkle with buttered 
crumbs aad 


brown in a quick evea. 


Grate half a pouad of stale bread and 


add to it one dezea eyrters fiaaly 
chopped. Put them int* a bowl with 
two ounces of finely shredded suet, sea- 
sen with grated nutmeg, two table- 
spoonfuls of sweet herbs, a little Bars- 
ley finely mixed, aad a ilttle salt Add 
two cgfa to make it of the necessary 
cousisteacy. Fifr the breast of the bird 
with the stuffing, and if any it left over 
it can be made iato balls, fried and used 
•9 a garnish.

The care of the eya* should begin wi'li 


the moment -of birth. The new bu'-Vi- 
eyes should be the first part to receifr 
attention. They should b» wiped c»re 
fully with a piece of absorbent cotton wet 
with a warm eolut^n of boric acid of a 
stiength of nbouti, tiO grains in four 
ounces of distillad water. After the lids 
haie bean thus carefully wached ou the 
outside, they should be gently separated 
and some of the solution dropped into 
the eyes. 


In washing the eyes one should be care- 


ful never to dip again in the solution a 
piece of cotton which has once be^n nied. 
A fresh piece must be taken each time 
the eyps Hre wiptS. 


The baby's eyes must be protected from 


the light. Its crib must be placed where 
the eyes are not exposed to the full light 
fiom a window, and the carriage should 
have a shade raised only about a foot 
above the baby's bead. 


Children often suffer from inflammation 


of the edges of the lids, which are red 
and scaly, and the lashes fall out and 
break off. This may betoken a general 
scrofulous condition, or it may depend 
upon some defect in the sight which 
causes eye strain, or it may be oflly a lo- 
cal trouble. If it is only a local trouble, 
a few applications of boric acid ointment 
at bedtime will generally effect a cure. 


Conjunctivitis, or inflammation of tha 


membrane corerinjr tfl» globe of the eye, 
may be due to a cold, to the action of 
bright sunlight, or reflection from water 
or from snon . or to eye strain from some 
visual imperfection. 
Usually the borie 


acid solution \r\ll give relief here, even 
when the trouble canoat be permanently 
cured until proper glasses are worn. 


Another painful consequence of eye 


strain is a succession of sties. When a 
child suffers frequently from sties, from 
sore lids or from conjunctivitis, the sight 
should be tested. 


Much harm is often done to the eyes, as 


well 03 to the general health, by too long 
application to books, either school or story 
books. Three hours of looking at print 
by daylight and one honr in the evening 
should not be exceeded by any child un- 
der 14, for that is as much as his eyes, 
even if their vision is perfectly normal, 
will stand without injury.— Youth's Com- 
panion.

The pol- 
icy which he Is engaged in developing, 
while it may be termed Bismarckian in 
its breadth aad audacity, is entirely 
diEerent in its application from any- 
thing that that deceased statesman ev- 
er advised. His work was to found 
united Germany, to make of it a great 
aud powerful nation, and during the 
time that he was prosecuting his tr.sk 
he did not jvish to have it in the least 
Interrupted by outside distractions.

At the present 
time Germany is one of the most im- 
portant influences, perhaps the most 
important, in controlling the policy of 
the sultan of Turkey, and if trouble 
were to arise at Constantinople Ger- 
man military force would be quickly 
brought forward if the exigency called 
for intervention. 
German promoters 


and German capital are exploiting 
more than the citizens and capital of 
any other country the railroad possibil- 
ities of western Asia. 


In the unsettled condition of affairs 


in the far east Germany is one of the 
most important and, in certain ways, 
may be said to be the most important 
factor, certainly so if Russia is elimi- 
nated. The military policy pursued in 
China has for months past been under 
the direction of Germany, and no 
doubt wisely so. Certainly _the propos- 
ed military expedition of Coun* von 
Waldersee, against which protests 
were made at Paris, London and 
Washington, turned out successfully 
as a stroke of diplomacy, for it brought 
to a quick end the evasions and de- 
lays of the Chinese government. In 
the settlement of peace, while Ger- 
many has made concessions from her 
original plan in order to carry the al- 
lied governments along with her, we 
are inclined to believe that if it had 
not been for German insistency and 
resolution the settlement of tbe Chi 
nese troubles would not have been a* 
near their end as now, in spite of a 
E<*d many uncertainties, seems prob 
able. 


One significant statement made by 


Count von Bulow in his reichstag 
speech was that, while the Anglo-Ger 
man agreement of Oct. 1C was intend 
ed to preserve the integrity of Chinn 
as long as possible and to protect Ger 
man trade there, that agreement dn' 
not refer to Manchuria. Manchuria ib 
of course, outside of what has beer, 
known as China proper, but the agree 
ment aforesaid apparently employee! 
the term "China" in its general sense 
It said that it was of permanent inter- 
national interest that ports on the riv 
ers and littoral of China should re- 
main free and open to trade and to 
every legitimate form of economic ac- 
tivity for the nationals of all countries 
without distinction, and the two gov- 
ernments agree on their part to uphold 
the same for all Chinese territory as 
far as they could exercise influence. 
The agreement further stated that the 
two powers will not make use of the 
present complication "to obtain for 
themselves any territorial advantages 
in Chinese dominions and will direct 
their policy toward maintaining un- 
diminished the territorial conditions of 
the Chinese empire." 


It may be that Manchuria was not 


considered as coming within the scope 
of this agreement, but clearly that was 
not the construction of the language of 
the agreement taken in this country 
and could not have been that which the 
United States government, when invit- 
ed so to do, accepted as a matter of 
principle. 
"Chinese territory," "Chi- 


uese domains," "territorial condition of 
the Chinese empire/' are terms which 
would seem to be sufficiently inclusive 
to take in any part of the area, ruled 
over by the emperor of China which 
had not prior to last October been spe- 
cially alienated through treaties made 
With other governments. 


This speech of the German chancellor 


must, we think, be construed into an 
admission that Russia is to receive 
compensation by the practical cession 
of the great province of Manchuria 
Relatively considered, such a change is 
more Directly a blow at the United 
States than at any other nation, with 
the possible exception of Japan, and in 
respect to this latter power tbe loss is 
political rather than commercial. It 
may be that England has established 
larger markets tu Manchuria than WP 
La"e, hat L,> il... s;>Jc of Lcr cnomicu1 
trade with other parts of the Chinese 
empire Manchuria is not a serious fac 
tor. 
With us, however, Mancbumn 


trade appears to be the most valuable 
of any that we have with China, nnrl 
this we are, knowing Russian trade 
policy and judging from the statement 
of Count voa Sulow, likely to lose.

New Election Law 


The election law has been amended 


by the legislature this year in such a 
way as to allow a longer time between 
the last day of receiving certificates of 
nomination and nomination papers In 
municipal elections and the day of 
election. This will ,give .city clerks a 
longer time to prepare the ballot, a 
change that will be appreciated by 
them. The law has provided that all 
certificates of nominations by conven- 
tions or caucuses should be filed by 5 
on the second Wednesday before the 
election and nomination papers by the 
second Friday before election. These 
limits are now set at the third Monday 
for certificates of nomination and the 
second Wednesday for nomination pa- 
pers, thus adding two days to the time. 
As the law also provides that conven- 
tions must be held more than 48 hours 
before the last hour for filing certifi- 
cates if nominations, the local con- 
vention will have to be held November 
15 or prior to that date this year. This, 
•with other time limits in the law, will 
make a short municipal campaign prior 
to the nominations.

One Track on Bridge Was Closed lor 


Repairs, and All Trains Were Using 


Other. One Crew Left Wit. 


liamstown Last Night 


Two freight trains crashed into each 


other on the Fitchburg division of the 
Boston & Maine at Schaghticoke this 
morning, and three 
trainmen 
were 


killed, while three others were serious- 
ly injured. The accident happened on 
the east bound track, and both tracks 
were blocked till this noon. 


The killed were: 
FRED KEMPP, engineer 
of east 


bound train. 


WILLIAM MORRELL, engineer o£ 


west bound train. 


FRED McNAUGHTON, fireman of 


east bound train. 


The injured arc; 
E. J. FELTER, fireman of west 


bound train, serious injuries to back 
and severely scalded; may recover. 


T. D. MURPHT, brakeman, will re- 


cover. 


WILLIAM LEWIS, brakeman, will 


recover. 


All of the trail-men were residents of 


Mechanic-ville. 


The cause of the 'wreck was the fail- 


ure of Eaginerr Kempf 
to catch a 


special signal which was In use while 
the east bound track on the bridge at 
Schaghticoke was being repaired. This 
track was closed, and all trains were 
using the west bound track. 
There 


was a switching system, at each end 
of the bridge, by which trains were 
transferred to their proper tracks after 
leaving the brloge. 


The signals to engineers consisted of 


red lights, two red lights indicating 
that the bridge was open for trains 
from the west, and one red light in- 
dicating that it was open" for trains 
from the east. 


At the time of the accident, 1.35 this 


morning, tl.e two red lights were show- 
ing, so that the track should have 
been clear for the westbound train, in 
charge of Engineer Morrell. But En- 
gineer Kempf of the east bound train 
had not caught the signal correctly, 
and was approaching the bridge. 


Engineer Morrell had just got hia 


train across the bridge, when the en- 
gines struck head-on. 
Neither train 


left the track, but the engines were 
telescoped, and the trains wrecked. 


Both trains were short, the east 


bound train consisting of six coal cars, 
two of which were wrecked. The west 
bound train consisted of '" five empty 
coal cars, all of which were wrecked. 
Both engines were ruined. 


Work was at once begun to clear the 


tracks. A wrecking crew was sent from 
Mechanlcville, 
and 
Superintendent 


Snyder of the FHc].iurg division took 
personal charge of the work. The fact 
that the eastbound track was under- 
going repairs at the time left the road 
completely blocked and trains were 
stalled on each ^ide of the oridge. It 
was noon before the road was again 
opened at that point for traffic. 


An investigation as to the cause of 


the wreck left no doubt as to the fact 
that the blame rests with 
Engineer 


Kempf, who was killed The 
signals 


were found set for a clear track for the 
westbound train, and Engineer Morrell 
had accordingly got across the bVidge 
with his train when he met the train 
from this direction, 


The bodies of the two engineers were 


recovered without difficulty, 
but the 


body of Fireman 
McNaughton was 


wedged in between the tender and en- 
gine and could not be recovered until 
th» wreck had been largely removed. It 
was finally reached about 10.30 this

The. second and third cltsi railroad car-

On 
entering the first thing one notices Is that 
white lines are drawn across the glass 
windows, and upon iaquiry the informa- 
tion in elicited that Borne of the people 
who travel in the cars are unused to 
glass, which perhaps they have never 
been before, and that they are apt to put 
their heads through if there is nothing to 
indicate that a substance bars the way. 


In cold weather ail Japauese travelers 


carry rugs, for tire cars aro heated merely 
by long steel cylinders tilled with hot wa- 
ter and laid on the floor. Since tho pas- 
sengers are always pulling open the win- 
dows, Japanese cars in midwinter are a 
menace to the health of every individual 
who has become used to an cveu tempera- 
ture within doors. 


The smallest incident of travel is 


enough to break the ice, and if a person 
has a wrong ticket or has lost anything 
ir is a matter of Interest and solicitude 
for everybody else. Man$ oi the passen- 
gers are apt to behave with the same un- 
restrained freedom as in their owii homes. 
If they are starting on a long journey, 
they at once proceed to make themselves 
as comfortable as possible. A rug is 
sprend oVit on the seat, for they are very 
particular never to sit on anything that is 
not perfectly clean. Then they shake off 
their geta, or woodea clogs, and curl their 
feet up underneath. The next thing is a 
smoke, in which both men and women in- 
dulge, sometimes lighting cigarette after 
cigarette, but more often they use the 
tiny pipe, which never contains mpre to- 
bacco than a wisjp the size of a pea and 
affords one, sometimes two puffs to the 
smoker. The ash is then knocked out on 
the floor and another wisp stuffed in and 
lighted from the smoldering ash which 
has just been thrown away. This is kept 
up, off and on, for hours. 


When not smoking, eating Is going on. 


At every station there are venders of the 
little mandarin oranges. JBvery passen- 
ger buys a dozen or more and eats them 
in a short time, throwing the skins about 
the floor. Boys pass by with tea in tiny 
earthen pots, a cup placed over the top, 
and this may be purchased for 3 sen (a 
cent and a half), and the teapot is left in 
the car.

At Dayton I visited National Soldiers'

Sort* of People.

In this city several 
curio dealers make a speciality of ven- 
erable timepieces and keep a list of ' 
those which they can secure from private 
owners when the occasion requires. 


"The demand for these foods,'' said 


one of these merchants, "is of a varied 
nature. One type of customer wants an 
old clock to give an air of dignity or of 
comfort to a 'hall or sitting room. Noth- 
ing, in fact, is sleepier than a huge Dutch 
hall clock six feet high, which ticks like 
I 


a blacksmith beating an anvil and Iwhich

rings an old fashioned gong bell. Anoth- 
*r type enjoys polite deception and im- 
poses a purchase as a time honored heir- , 
loom. 


."A third type purchases clocks which 


are mark'ed by high beauty and artistic 
finish. Some of the ancient constructions 
were made by artists and caunot be sur- 
passed, if equaled, by those of today. 
This is especially true of those which 
came from the workshops of famous 
French, Flemish and Italian designers, 
Clocks of this class always command high 
prices and may be considered works o£ 
art rather than mere timekeepers. The 
fourth type seems to hare no particular 
idea in their fad. They want old time- 
pieces and ask no questions as to their 
works, their beauty or their historical 
connection. If a clock is a century old, 
we!! and good; if it is two centuries old,' 
BO much the better, and if it is three cen- 
turies they are beside themselves with de- 
light. 


"There are a few who purchase watch- 


es and clocks for historical associations. 
Of these the number is much larger than 
is usually supposed, and it grows every 
day. 
The greater attention paid to his- 


tory and biography has helped the move- 
ment, as has also the practice of giving 
exhibitions and making gifts to museums 
and learned societies."—New York Post.

Verdi's first librettist, Temistocle Bo- 


lero, had so adventurous a life that it 
reads like a romance of Dnmns. 


He was ia a military school in Vienna, 


placed there Airoush the direct influence 
of the Austrian emperor, when, tired of 
the confinement, he ran away and joined 
a gypsy band, going with them into Hun- 
gary, where he was ettatuaUy found by 
the polic?. As he was btite marched off 
he met his brother, an oflicer in the Aus- 
trian array, who took him under his care, 
putting him in a college in Milan. From 
there he was traduatfd and made an 
acquaintance with Verdi, poor and lonely 
as himspjf, for whom he wrote the libret- 
tos of five operas. 


He afterward wt-nt to Spain as direct- 


or of the orchestra. One evening at tha 
theater, hearing an officer insult Queen 
Isabella, who was pivtent, he turned and 
boxed his ears. 
Upon this ensued a 


scene of confusion. The queen, hearing 
of its cause, desired to see and epeak 
with her defender. Solero. a handsome 
man of uiost prepossessing manners, so»n 
became first favorite and had all Spain 
at his feet. One dt? he discovered a con- 
spiracy asainst her majesty, led by Don 
Francesco, her cousin. After that Bolero's 
lii'e was no more safe, as several at- 
tempts were made to asBnssinnte him, sa 
that even the qacen adriccd him to re- 
turn to Italy, which he did. after spend- 
ing everything he bad. He settled ir 
Milan, earning a precarious living bj 
writing, but a true B«b»tue, guy ami 
starving. Fer a few months he returned 
to Spain and had bis packets well re 
lined with gold, but on the homeward 
journey by sea a storm arose, and thi 
passengers escaped with enly their lives, 
so that he landed in Milaa without a 
penny. 


Eighteen hundred and fifty-nine saw 


him in Paris, confidential agent of Napo- 
leon HI, and on returning to the penin- 
sula he was sent against the brigands. 
whom he dispersed. IB 1889 lie TTBS 
found in Egypt organizing tie police, bnt 
his restless temperament again inter- 
fered, and it was not long before he wat 
again in Milan, speculating with the for- 
tune which he had made. He now l«st 
everything and fell into extreme poverty. 
From that moment the goddess of for- 
tune deserted him, and be died in 1878 in 
Milan.

As will be seen by this statement, the 


consolidation is made for the purpose 
of economy in manufacture, and is not 
expected to throw out of employmenf 
the operatives in the Ashland street fac 
tory. The factory will be closed out 
gradually, the cutters now being out, 
and the entire shop will probably be 
shut down within a few days.

K\ L. Millard & Co., the firm name- 
being Fairfieid, Millard & Co. 


In connection with the consolidation, 


the Union street pla -t, which has been 
greatly enlarged of late,"' will have an 
addition to the power plant, Whitliey 
brothers having the contract to build 
the addition. A new 125 horse p'ower 
Fitchburg engine will be installed, prac 
tically doubling the power for the fac- 
tory.

FAflWELLJJASE TRIED 


Three Men Charged With * 


Assault With Intent to 


Murder Minister 


«ANY WITNLSSkS WERE HEARD 


•Sut Case Was Continued Till Tomorrow 


Morning For Judgment on Legal 


Points. 
Defense Claims No 


Crime "Was Intended 


GrlflFING 
DISHES 


With the New 
Patent Lamp. 


The trial of George Gracie, Fred D. 


Grant and Arthur E. .Leonard, the 
three men whose team ran into that of 
Hev. E. C. Farwell of Willlamstown at 
Briggsville January 27, was held in the 
d.strii*t court this morning. Mr, and 
M'l-s1. Far-well, who were driving from 
Stamford, were thrown out, and Mr. 
Harwell was very seriously injured. 
The three men are charged with as- 
sault with intent to murder. After all 
the evidence was heard, Special Jus- 
tice Woodhead, who was on the bench, 
continued the case for judgment til) 
tomorrow morning, to take time to 
look up the legal phases of tue ques- 
tion. 


The trial this morning was a long 


one, 
there being eight witnesses for 


the commonwealth. The effort ot the 
commonwealth was to show that the 
three men were responsible for the re- 
suits of their recklessness, while the 
efl-ort of the defense was to show that 
there vas no gn/und for charging them 
With a felonious assault, since there 
was no inient to commit a crime of 
any kind. 
Lawyers Parkhurst and 


Couch appeared or the comoinnweaHh, 
uuu ±ja\vyer iNues for the aerense. 


The first witness was Rev. E. C. 


Farwell. 
He told, of the drive down 


from Stamford, after he had spoken at 
a temperance rally on Sunday evening, 
January 27. He did not remember any- 
thing of the accident or what happen- 
ed just before it. He remembered driv 
ing into the village of Briggsville, and 
then remembered nothing more till the 
following Wednesday night. He was 
injured by the breaking of ribs, the 
fracture of his collar bone, and con- 
cussion of the I rain. He had been, able 
to occupy the- pulpit only twice since 
thD accident, and was still suffering 
from the effects of it. 


He told of the visit to him of Grant 


and Gracie, who asked that he should 
not use his inlluence to have them sent 
to prison. An effort 
was made on 


cross examination to show that Mr. 
Farwell hims-elf asked for a settlement 
of the costs, but this was not accom- 
plished, although there was mention 
made of the cost of the case to him. 
Mr. Jj'arwett's reply to the men was 
that "he should have felt differently if 
the three men had not driven on and 
left him unconscious in the road. He 
told them, however, that he did not 
expect to have any influence in the 
case, and that the entire affair was In 
the hands of his attorney. 


Mrs. Farwell was the next witness. 


She retained consciousness ail through 
the accident, and was able to tell just 
how it occurred. She raid that there 
was no sound from the team of the 
three men as it came up behind. The 
first thing she noticed was when her 
horse gave a start as if he- heard the 
other team, and the next thing was the 
appearance -of the other horse along- 
side their team. Then came the crash, 
and she and Mr. Farwell were thrown 
out. 
She rose immediatelyi and 
by 


that time the team which had run into 
them was out of sight down the road. 


E. H. Farnsworth of Briggsville tes- 


tified that when the three men passed 
his house 
they were shouting and 


driving 
recklessly, and that their 


wagon was swaying from side to side 
in the road. 


Irving Aldrich and David Mulaney 


testified ihat they met the three men 
a short distance below the accident.. 
The men were then shouting and driv- 
ing recldessly, and in order to escape 
being run over Mulaney and Aldrich 
had to take to the fence. 


Thomas McMahon of Williamstown 


testified in regard to the team driven 
by Mr. Farwell which was hired frorn 
him. 


Joseph Giovener, who lives just op- 


posite where the accident occurred, saw 
it, and ran out to assist Mr. and MIS. 
Farwell. He said that the three n.en, 
were driving very rapidly and that 
theji did not make any outcry to warn 
Mr ana Mrs. Farweil that they were 
about to pass. He described the over- 
turning of the Farwell team. 
Alfred 


Pupres of Briggsville was with Groven- 
er when the latter ran out to assist Mr 
and Mrs. Farwell and told of how Mr. 
Farwell lay in the road. 


This closed the evidence for the com- 


monwealth and for the defense Mr. 
Niles called' only one witness, Charles 
Arnold of this city. Mr. Arnold testified 
that aftsr the acciSert the team hired 
by tho three men did not have a scratch 
«nu it, to show that it had been in any 
collision. 


Mr. Niles then argued for the defense, 


claiming that the three men had no 
cause for attempting 
to assault Mr. 


Farwell, that there was no intent what 
ever to commit any kind of a, crime, 
and that they could not be held on that 
charge. He cited cases to show that the 
men under such circumstances could 
no'_ lji_ lit_IJ for the crime altered. 


Mr. Couch argued for the common- 


wealth. He claimed that there were two 
kinds of intent, one where it was shown 
that a certain actwasintenpd;onewhere 
there was recklessness resultine in in- 
jury, where the law implied t^kt the in- 
tent should be judged by the results. 
He claimed that the threa men, who 
drove recklessly down a road where 
they know that many people might be 
met, 
should be held responsible for 


what resulted from their own reck- 
lessness, whether it was caused by 
drunkennes or not, and he cited tne 
aac3 in Benningtoi, where a Hoosick 
Falls man was sentenced to 14 years in 
prison for killing a woman while driv- 
ing recklesMy. 


Justice "Wooclhead said 
that 
there 


seemed to be no doubt that ths three 
defendants drove their team into that of 
Mr. Farwpll, thereby causing thp ac- 
rt<"»»TH'. '•>•:'• that .-n 1V;- 1«en! pr;rtr ;r 
the case he would take til) tomorrow 
morning to study. The case was there- 
fore continued till tomorrow morninsr, 
when judfirnerit will be given As the 
case is bryond the jurisdiction of the 
local court, if there is probable P.IUFP 
found, the men will be held for the 


i fraud jury.
